Farm and Home. 


FAT sheep, of large size, command 


good prices. It U not easy to secure fat 
sheep tlial present an attractive appear- 
ance on tlie Market stalls, although 
there are apparently plenty of sheep 
offered for aale. Tlie attention given to 
wool has not been conductive to breed 
ing the beat mutton sheep. A ram of 
the Shropshire, Oxford or Southdown 
breeds, if used for grading the Hock 
with the view of producing choice mut- 
ton, will make a marked improvement 
in a flock in a single season. 


HACON and pork~bring high prices at 


present. There should be a fair profit 
to breeders In the East in producing 
pork, especially when the prices arc so 
good. There is always a waste of cer- 
tain foods that cau bo well utilized by 
swine, mid if only one or two pigs are 
raised they will p:iy a profit compared 
with other stock. ]>espite the fact that 
the West produces cheap corn and pork 
the prices now received for pork ata 
1 irger than for many years previously. 


HEKK cattle should pay as well in the 


East its in the West. Food ran be pur- 
chased aud converted into manure while 
the cattle are growing, and although 
but a small profit may he noticed from 
the cattle the farm will have been in- 
creased in fertility and productiveness. 


As many as a thousand bushels of 


potatoes have been grown on an acre 
of land, yet it has only been accom- 
plished when fertilizers were used liber- 
ally arid in quantity to insure more 
than a sufficiency of plant food for the 
crop. 
— 


THE distance traveled by a horse when 


cultivating a piece of land, from early 
morn until sundown, is many miles, 
and also very exhausting, as, in addi 
tion to traveling the distance, it draws 
a load. This .should not be overlooked 
at night, and in order to afford the ani- 
mal a sufficiency of food and rest it 
must bo free from the annoyance of in 
iiects. For this reason the stable should 
receive careful attention in regard to 
cleanliness.
